Firefighters plan 
breakfast May 21 

The Sierra Madre Fire Department and the 
Sierra Madre Volunteer Firefighters’ Association 
will be hosting their annual Firehouse Flapjack 
Breakfast on Saturday, May 21, from 7-11 a.m.

In addition to the breakfast, the Fire De¬ 
partment will be sponsoring an Open House that 
will include displays of fire engines and fire¬ 
fighting equipment, fire prevention demonstra¬ 
tions and handouts of important safety informa¬ 
tion for the whole community.

The Volunteer Firefighters’ Association is a 
nonprofit organization that provides the funding 
for many activities in town, such as the Easter 
Egg Hunt. Christmas Stockings from Santa. fo(xl 
baskets for the needy, sponsoring children’s base¬ 
ball teams, and the largest being the Emergency 
Medical Service provided by the Fire Depart¬ 
ment. The two ambulances and 25 EMTs on the 
Fire Department are supported by donations to 
the Volunteer Firefighters’ Association, not by 
city tax dollars. 


tlie amorphous law on the subject of a city spon¬ 
soring, funding in whole or in part, providing help 
trom city workers for or aiding in the perception 
that the display is authorized by the city, is as 
follows: ‘A Christmas display that includes a gath¬ 
ering (collection or collage) of a number of items 
relating to Christmas—such as Christmas trees, 
candy canes, wreaths, lights, boxes, gifts. Santas, 
reindeer, latin crosses, menorahs, and/or creches 
etc. are acceptable displays on public'property 
because the overall effect becomes seasonal and 
secular rather than religious; but a display where 
such various items are too widely separated (or 
where one item is favorably or prominently fea¬ 


tured) may cause the display to lose its secular 
nature and constitute an unconstitutional favoring 
of a religious symbol.’" 

Does that mean that if the city only provides a 
place for this gafheTlng of items relating to Christ¬ 
mas, it is allowable? Or dties that mean that "one 
item" refers to the creche and shows it as "promin¬ 
ently featured" makes it unconstitutional/ 

Martin continues, "Concerning Kersting 
Court...it would appear that the city has made a 
good faith to comply with the ‘collage theory' 
(described above) in that Santa, a Christmas tree 
and other secular ‘signs of Christmas have been

Council amends fire code 
with Ordinance No. 1109 


Sierra Madre Fire Inspector Rich Snyder re¬ 
ceived accolades at last week s City Council 
meeting when councilmembers introduced Ordin¬ 
ance No. 1109 for second reading by title only. 

Snyder was responsible for initiating proposed 
changes to the respective fire codes relating to 
building construction requirements with the cities 
of Monrovia and Arcadia following a study with 
those two cit-ies. 

"Valuable information has been obtained from 
the cities of Santa Barbara and Glendale, both 
struck by devastating brush fires in mid-1990, con¬ 
cerning new code requirements," Snyder told the 
council. He explained that after the brush fires that 
hit California last October, he realized that there 
was a need to investigate fire codes. 

A public hearing was conducted on Apr. 26, 
and the council introduced the ordinance at last 
week’s meeting. 

Snyder said that the code proposes that the cur¬ 
rent 20-foot width requirement for fire vehicle ac¬ 
cess roads should be increased to 26 feet in front 
of, and within 25 feet of, a fire hydrant. He noted 
that this is very important in the canyon areas of 
Sierra Madre. 

The Sierra Madre fire inspector also said that 
exterior glass in fire resistive walls should be 
double glazed which will cut down on the amount 
of radiated heat that enters a window during a 
brush fire. "Radiated heat is responsible for the 
majority of the homes lost during a brush fire, 
Snyder explained and added that double glazed 
windows are commonly installed in most new con¬ 
struction for energy conservation purposes; there¬ 
fore, this should have little impact on construction 
in fire zone four (which includes our canyon ar¬ 
eas). 

Roof soffits, including eves and decks, must be 
of fire resistive construction since flying embers 
and convected heat get trapped under soffits during 
brush fires causing the underside to ignite. Fire 
resistive construction is as easy as boxing in the 


eves which is a common practice in construction 
and design. 

Another part of the new ordinance deals with 
additions to homes not exceeding 25 percent of the 
existing square footage over the life of the build¬ 
ing. Snyder said that additions must be allowed the 
use of the same materials as a covering, " rhis al¬ 
lows a person to add on or repair up to 25 percent 
of the existing building with like materials and

For the past two weeks our editorials 
have addressed the need for the Planning 
Commission to remain as a seven-member 
entity.

In 1961, Gordon Baker Lloyd, appoint¬ 
ed by the Chamber of Commerce, took ov¬ 
er the job. He continued in that capacity for 
years even though disasters struck a couple 
of times to thwart his efforts. 

In the late ’60s, perhaps about 1968, a 
fire struck and destroyed the creche and 
threatened the old pepper tree in the court 
in the early morning hours. No one knew 
who torched the creche but it was assumed 
that someone waiting for the bus may have 
accidentally thrown a lighted cigarette into 
the straw that surrounded the creche fig¬ 
ures. 

Carrie Evans, Robert’s widow, remem¬ 
bers that in the ashes, Lloyd found one 
charred stick in the form of a cross. Lloyd 
solicited creche replacement funds from 
door to door in Sierra Madre until he had 
enough to buy the next creche. 

Sgt. Chris Christensen remembers that 
John Buchan called him and asked for help 
in building the manger. They contacted 
Carlyle Griffin, then-owner of the lumber 
yard in Sierra Madre, and asked him to 
keep track of materials used. Within a 
cpuple of days in the evenings they had 
reconstructed the manger. On the Wednes¬ 
day following the fire, Buchan and Christ- 
ehsen asked the Fire Department to help 
them move the creche to Kersting Court. 

In 1975, disaster struck again when 
crackling dry Santa Ana winds blew the 
figures, straw and parts of the building 
down Baldwin Blvd. Gordon Baker Lloyd

(Blame the bad grammar on the interpreter). 

Much later, Ben Franklin wrote a letter 
to a friend named Leroy, saying. "In this 
world nothing is certain but death and taxes." 

Thus enlightened, lawmakers have seen 
the natural tie among sin, death and taxes and 
acted accordingly: they have taxed all three. 

You see, after paying sales tax on funeral 
expenses, the family may have to give more 
than half the value of its inherited worldly 
possessions to Uncle Sam in estate taxes. 

(You remember the rich old bird who 
heard he couldn’t take it with him, so he de¬ 
cided to stay here with it. It only works tor a 
while.) 

Politicians have even found a way to tax 
taxes. There are numerous double taxes, and 
the surtax, which my desk dictionary des¬ 
cribes as an additional tax above the normal 
tax. 

Now, one of our confederate states is 
levying what it calls a "sin tax." It is to col¬ 
lect one dollar on each rental of a dirty movie 
for home consumption. I suppo.se the right¬ 
eous hack the law. because it would discour¬ 


age watching pornography. At any rate, this 
law concerns me, not because 1 like dirty 
movies, but becau.se 1 don’t. 

That’s because 1 know what happened 
with lotteries, which have become a popular 
means of raising funds for states. What those 
states did was make a previously illegal num¬ 
bers game legal. Burt now. those states spend 
big bucks urging moral citizens to spend more 
to become instant millionaires—the "You can’t 
win if you don’t play" commercials. 

So what bothers me is the state with sin 
tax on movies will now hype the pornography 
to collect more dollars. "Here’s one you gotta 
see." or the Governor says, "This is the best 
one yet." 

With experience in legal lotteries, legisla¬ 
tors may discover the easy solution to elimi¬ 
nating crime. Make the crime legal. Abolish 
gambling? Make it legal. Abolish burglary? 
Make it legal. 

Fd rather put a tax on the syntax of those 
public figures who avoid being understotxl 
through their intentional or unintentional 
garbled grammar. Trying to understand them 
is just "too taxing."

Christian. We are, in 
fact, members of the 
majority. However, 1 
strongly believe that 
though my family and 1 
have the right to our 
beliefs and location of 
worship, we do not 
have the right to inflict 
our beliefs on others. 
We celebrate Christmas. 
In our home, we have a 
Christmas tree and 
many other symbols of 
Christmas. I expect that 
many people would a- 
gree that over time 
some of these symbols 
have lost their religious 
significance and have 
gained a somewhat sec¬ 
ular connotation in the 
community. By the 
same token, I suspect 
that there are some who 
are deeply offended by 
the display of even 
these supposedly non¬ 
religious symbols in our 
city—and they deserve 
to be heard and respect¬ 
ed as well. 

But by no definition 
can a nativity scene be 
interpreted as non-relig¬ 
ious. The scene shows 
figures of Mary and 
Joseph praying over the 
infant Jesus in the stab¬ 
le. Christ is central to 
Christianity. He is not 
central to other faiths. 
For our city to support 
and condone this relig¬ 
ious scene in the middle 
of city property is of¬ 
fensive and probably il¬ 
legal as well. 

It has been established 
in numerous cases that 
it is unlawful to use city 
funds or property for 
the benefit of a religious 
group. The separation 
of church and state is 
central to our nation. I 
suppose the city can go 
through a game of rent¬ 
ing Kersting Court pro¬ 
perty, obfuscating the 
issue, but the reality is 
we are delivering «a 
message to our city that 
there is one faith to be 
honored and it is Christ¬ 
ianity. 

Our mayor believes 
the Christmas activities 
are a unifying event. It 
is a unifier, if you hap¬ 
pen to be of the majori¬ 
ty faith. Perhaps in 
these days where cultur¬ 


al diversity is recog 


nized as America’s 
strength, we need to do 
some understanding of 
what it is like when you 
do not fit the definition 
of the majority. Being a 
minority member does 
not make one less of a 
community member or 
less of an American. 

Let me further say 
that 1 support the right 
of our local churches to 
display creche scenes on 
their property In fact, 1 
think the churches ought 
to lead the religious 
events, not the City 
Council. Let’s get our 
leaders to focus on run¬ 
ning the city and con¬ 
trolling the finances, 
clearly they have e- 
nough to do without 
attempting to control 
our religious beliefs and 
symbols. Their current 
posture can only lead to 
polarization of the com¬ 
munity, hurt feelings of 
our minority members, 
and lengthy litigation at 
a significant cost.

Fortunately, gone are 
the days when a town 
got together and told the 
perceived undesirable 
minority to get the hell 


out of town. We have 
decided as a nation to 
live side by side with 
diversity and like it. 

The Supreme Court 
which is guided by the 
values of the people 
through our Constitution 
has made decisions that 
lean toward reserving 
government-owned pro¬ 
perty as a level ground 
that all persons can use 
and share for the com¬ 
mon good and prosperi¬ 
ty of man with minimal 
influence from others’ 
religious beliefs no 
matter how valid or in¬ 
valid those beliefs may 
be. Our laws have fur¬ 
ther placed protection 
on these common 
grounds giving equal 
rights to the majority 
and minority groups a- 
like. Unfortunately, a 
Creche located on city 
property blatantly repre¬ 
sents a shrine to a relig¬ 
ion. 

We need to ask our 
council to work with the 
city attorney to deter¬ 
mine how Kersting 
Court is affected by 
decisions of our nation’s 
Supreme Court and to 
take appropriate action.

1 hope The News will 
hear from many Sierra 
Madreans and religious 
leaders with positive 
and constructive ideas 
as to how existing tradi¬ 
tions can be changed 
and improved upon and 
so they can be more 
joyous than ever before. 

Religion isn’t about 
using the best piece of 
real estate in town. The 
center of town is wher¬ 
ever we make it, and 
Christmas is not about 
having it "my way or 
else," and it’s certainly 
not about "throwing. 
eggs" at individuals 
with warped sense of 
values. It just might be

"Public" in Webster’s 
dictionary is defined as 
"owned by a communi¬ 
ty." My next question is 
what does the communi¬ 
ty have to say? Maybe 
we can just put it to a 
vote.

Furthermore, I have 
obtained the "most cur¬ 
rent information regard¬ 
ing the constitutionality 
of such displays," ac¬ 
cording to the American 
Center for Law and 
Justice (ACU). The 
ACLJ is a not-for-pro¬ 
fit public interest law 
and educational group 
with their main office in 
Virginia. They sent me 
free of charge an infor¬ 
mational letter on this 
very issue which I for¬ 
warded to the Mayor 
with copies to the City 
Council members. City 
Attorney and Editor of 
the Sierra Madre News. 
Below are a few ex¬ 
cerpts taken from that 
letter: 

• "Some officials mis¬ 
takenly believe that the 
Constitution mandates 
that no religious activity 
can take place on public 
property—even when 
private citizens are 
involved. The Supreme 
Court, however, has 
repeatedly addressed 
this area of confusion 
and has consistently 
/-'Fuled that the Establish¬ 
ment Clause does not 
require a state entity to 
exclude private religious 
speech from a public

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Dear Dr. Taml, 

I have an eleven year old dog with a heart murmur. My 
veterinarian says that It Is not causing her a problem 
right now but I need to watch her for signs of heart 
failure as she gets older. What are the signs of heart 
failure and is there anything I can do to help prevent It? 

Congestive heart failure occurs when the heart Is unable 
to pump blood efficiently to the body. As a result, fluid 
may accumulate in the lungs or abdomen and may 
result In Inadequate blood flow to vital organs such as 
the kidneys, liver, etc. Coughing, decreased exercise 
tolerance, aMomlnal distension and shortness of breath 
ate often the first signs seen In heart failure. Heart 
disease may be caused by defects In the heart valves or 
muscle, turnon, or trauma. Depending on the cause with 
proper management many dogs can live a relatively 
normal life. It Is Important to have your pet examined 
regularly by your vet so he/she can listen to her heart 
and lungs. Diagnostic tests such as xrays, ekg, blood 
panel or ultra-sound may be necessary to determine the 
status of your pet’s heart. Many of these lab tests need to 
be repeated to monitor the effectiveness of treatment. 
Keeping your pet's weight down and restricting her 
sodium inuke are the two best thirrgs you can do for her 
before she shows signs of heart disease.
